French Patent No. 2,177,425 discloses Disposable Garments Having Elasticated Borders . 

Disposable garments e.g. briefs are formed by providing aligned patches of adhesive on an 
advancing continuous web; cutting the web with a profiled cutter roller to define apertures and 
applying elastic tapes under tension along the edges of the apertures by using guides 
associated with the cutter roll; securing the tapes to the web by preferably melting thermoplastic 
adhesive on the tapes using heaters associated with guides; similarly applying an elasticated 
tape to one edge of the web to define a waist band; folding the web over longitudinally; and 
cutting the web transversely in the region of the aligned adhesive patches thereby cutting out a 
blank and subsequently secure the adhesive patches together to form side seams of the briefs. 
The elastic tapes are applied before the web is cut transversely to form the blanks, thereby 
eliminating the necessity of handling and aligning each blank separately and providing a more 
economic process.
